Forces that were ſcattered abroad and not comme to joyn with 
bis Majeſties Army, which was the only caufe that the Lord 
Generall ſo foone overtooke them. his Excellencie having. 
ſet his Battaile in good order , and with good exhortations 
encouraged his Soldiers ro ſtand to their Cauſe, and feare 
not dyiag forthe trurh, which aut procure ro-then a more 
happy and bleſſed life. After Sermon preached before them, 
and the duty of Prayers folemnly performed, his Lordſhip 
came within Shot of the _— and wheceling his Arp 
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about, for rhe beſt advantage of ground and winde 5 which 


was vety high, fell firſt upon the Areare of Prince Roberts. 
Forces, .and with kis Ordnance cut of the: Arreare before 


they cotildTearſe perceive who' hurt them-: *Vpon which 
Prince RoVert turn'd his Forces, and likewiſe whole Army 
in full Battaile againſt the L. Generalls Army : upon which 
both Armies fell to it pell mell. The Poſt ſtaying abour an 


houre or tivo before heercame away: obſervins the Fight, 


which was continud on either {fide with 'Tuch courage and 
eagernefle, that it was much doubt of the ending of It till 
much-blood was ſpilt betweene rhem, there being many 
{laine 0n both fides before his comming away. © 


But my Lord Generals Army had the beſt of it, and it is hoped hee 
will come off with a glorious victory : for having beat the Enemy out 
of the Field; and obtained 4. Pieces of Ocdnance ; there was expectcd: 
this morning 3.or 4-freth Regiments on the Parliaments fide,namely, 
Collonel Hampden, Col. Grantham, Col. Barkbam, and the L.Roch- 
fords, all which ſhould.joyne with ours. My. L. Lind/+y is for certaine 
taken,'with his Son ; alſo Col. L«nsfor : ſome of our Waggons were 
burnt by'the Enemies wheeleng in the Reare; but very quickly reco- 
vered.

of thoſe Who have ſpent their lives in the ſervice of the Church
